After a year had elapsed, a thud of the 750 copies printed still 
remained in stock. 
Today a single copy of those unsold books, 
would bring a great price in the rare book auction 
room,

entire* early edition and 
then give its owner a small fortune. 
Poe probably wanted the small advance to use for food

DETROIT “RACKETEERS” GROW RICH 
KIDNAPPING DRY LAW VIOLATORS 


Detroit.—(AP)—Kidnapping has 
entered the class of “bi# business" 
in the racketeer game in Detroit. 
A grand jury now is trying to as­ 
certain why. 
Twelve 
unsolved 
kidnappings 
are on the police records for the 
summer of 1927, a gang of ex­ 
tortionists terrorizing liquor deal­ 
ers and gamblers, collecting, ac­ 
cording to the records, $334,200. 
The ransoms ranged from $10,000 to 
$»0,000, and were paid, the police 
said. 
In two instances the "racket" 
reached across the international 
boundary; two Canadian liquor ex­ 
porters paid large sums for their 
freedom. 
Officers have been unable to 


delve deeply into the kidnappings. 
The victims disclaim any knowl­ 
edge of kidnappings, and few, if 
any clews, are left. 
Labor circles also have their kid­ 
nappers. One leader was swathed 
away from a conference with four 
compenions, held three days and re­ 
leased. 
His associates had paid 
for his freedom, the police said. 
A story officers obtained from a 
"stool pigeon," but which would 
not be corroborated was that a 
blind pig operator, who had made 
much money, was informed that a 
band of extortionists would operate 
his illicit business a few weeks. 
They did, giving him $400 week­ 
ly. Later he disappeared and his 
places were closed.
